FOG WET WIRES, INSULATION 
BURNED, BUILDING GHARGED, 
AND TWO MEN WERE KILLED 


The bodies cd' E. A Stoekshiger and 
John E. Pfeiffer, who- were killed at 
Hornet yesterday, were shipped from 
H em et to Santa Ana today. 
Concerning the details of tile terri- 
accldont, a news dispatch »a\a: 
E. A. Stockslager 
and 
John 
E. 
Pfeiffer lost their lives at their new ­ 
ly-built pumping plant, 
dam Loshey 
was the only person in the 
vicinity 
when tile accident occurred and his 
version of it is a recital of the havoc 
which tile electric current wrought in 
a m om ent’s time. 
Loshey heard the 
report of what seemed 
to 
he a 22 
rifle when he went 
immediately to 
tile pumping plant. 
When he reach­ 
ed tim yard lie saw young Pfeiffer in 
a reclining position and called to him 
to know why he was 
shooting 
so 
early in the morning. 
A few steps 
further and it dawned upon him that 
lie 
was talking to 
a 
dead 
man. 
Pfeiffer had started to throw on the 
switch and had been instantly killed, 
when, it is supposed, he had leaned 
against the corrugated iron sides of 
the pumping house. 
Loshey 
pulled 
tho body away hut found that It was 
heavily charged with electricity, and 


l i e , too, would doubtless 
have 
been 
killed had lie been standing on tho 
i corrugated pieces of iron. 
A icw feet from Pfeiffer 
lay 
tho 
lifeless body of E. 
A. 
Stockslager, 
with a pieeo of corrugated iron roof­ 
ing across his 
left 
hand. 
Plaines 
were shooting in every direction from 
the lifeless form of Mr. Stockslager 
and before tho 
current 
could 
tie 
turned off ins left hand was burned 
to Hie wrist. 
It is supposed that ho 
had picked up a piece of the corru­ 
g a t e . rooting and started to set it up 
when lie cam e in contact with Hie 
current and in 
falling the iron fell 
across ais arm. 
TJhe accident was the result of a 
short circuit, which had been formed 
by the insulated wires having been 
cut by the corrugated iron 
roofing. 
Stockslager and Pfeiffer had had their 
pumping plant installed over a fine 
well, which was completed only this 
week and they were building an en ­ 
closure around the plant. 
Last night 
they left a piece of iron across the 
two wires running through tho roof 
j to the motor. 
During Hu* night Hie 
I heavy log had wet the Insulation aud 


the current burned the insulation off.
